IN continuation of my despatch No. 303 of the 11th November, I have the honoui 

ttj inclose a Memorandum written by Mr. Palmer, which shows how the question oE 
the employment of the economies resulting from the recent conversion of the debt now 
stands, 

\)y own opinion is that the Egyptian Government had letter adopt the plan 
proposed by Mr. Palmer, that is to say, ask the Powers to consent to the employment 
of 150 000? for the abolition of the corvee, and of 100,0001 for the abolition of the 
“ rachat militaire" system. The balance of 02,0001 can be dealt with subsequently. 
Mr, Palmer's idea that it should be employed on the sanitation of the towns is a good 
one, and is probably loss likely to meet with opposition than any alternative 

proposal, , h h ^ _ , 

ft is unfortunate that the French Government should have declined to agTCC to 
the increased army expenditure. The only practical result for the moment will be 
that, should the Dervishes again invade Egypt, the probability of being obliged to call 
in the aid of English troops will be somewhat- increased. It is difficult to see how this 
can in any way advance the ends of French policy in Egypt; indeed, I should think 
that if would have rather an effect in the opposite direction.

The Egyptian Government further proposed to abolish the “ raehat militeire " on 
condition that, the lowers agree to raise the limit fixed for the administrative expendi¬ 
ture by £ lb 109,000, which is the average amount of "raehat militaire lh received 
during the post three years. It is necessary to explain here that under the present law 
the ndmlmatTOtivo expenditure may be increased uy the amount of **rachat militairo 11 
collected, 
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The French, Consul-General submitted this note to his Government, and lie baa 
now received a reply. 

From a conversation I have had with Count d'Aubigny and with M. Lc Chevalier, 
the French Commissioner of the Caisse de la Dette, it appears that the French Govern¬ 
ment will agree to £ E. 150,000 out of the economies being employed for the abolition 
of the corvee, but probably only until 1894, when the Egyptian Government will b& 
relieved of the charge of £ E. 200,000 for the Sue® Canal shares, and thus have at. its 
disposal the necessary sum wherewith to meet this corvdo expenditure. 

The French Government reject the proposals in regard to the interest on tho loan 
and the increase to the army and police, but they approve of thr. abolition of the 
“ ranhat militairo." They want certain particulars about the ** rochat/ 3 which I shall 
he able to give within the next few days. 

Tif. Le dbovnlier’s idea—and it fa not quite clear whether his Government accepts 
it or not—is to apply £ E, 100,000 of the economies to the abolition of the raelink” 
The Egyptian Government, on tho other hand, proposed to meet the loss of revenue 
irrespective of the economies which would have involved a loai to the Government and 
to the reserve fund of £E. 50,000 each. If the lm of revenue is met out of the 
economies it will practically place at the disposal of the Government the £ E, 50,000 
it would otherwise have lost, and this sum will about cover the interest on the loan for 
public works and exchange of pensions, which if. was hoped would be met out of the 
economies* 

Tbe proposal in regard to the army and police increase and interest charge having 
been rejected, the Government cannot do better than accept At Lc Ghesyplier*g proposal, 
if ii meets with the approval of the Powers. 

Supposing, therefore, that 
corvee and ei rad sat militairo/' 
on relief of taxation, and there 
discussed hereafter. 

My present idea is to apply for permission Co employ this latter sum, to which wo 
might, perhaps add the professional lax receipts, on the sanitation of the towns, so 
urgently required*

™ reference to the despatch dated the 28th January from the Foremi Office, 
requeeting that the Egyptian Government may he called upon to pay *■ W0 ■ for 
entin oxpeum* incitfred on account of the Tost expedition, I wish to point oat that il 
is somewhat unsatisfactory for the Egyptian Government to have to meet this charge, 
while It laid no control whatever over ilia expenditure. 

* fto primed.. 
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The total charge on account of the few British troops that were employed in the 
expedition is put down in the despatch At 33,000?., while the total extra expenditure 
moaned by the Egyptian army for the same expedition, in which a far larger number 
of Egyptian troop?'were engaged than the British, waa only 20,000/. 

The charge appears very" high, and before submitting the claim to the Egyptian 
Government, I would bog to propose that the payment be deterred until the expiry of 
tlie three years for which we have undertaken to pay a fixed annual sum of 87,000?, 
towards the expenses of the Army of Occupation. 

I understand that since this figure was fixed further economies have been made, 
and it is not improbable that at the end of the three years there may be savings which 
would meet ?T ary rate part of this extra charge. 

I do not of course wish to repudiate the charge in any way, though it seems 
exceedingly high, but if my proposal to delay payment could Ih; adopted, it would, l 
think, meet the views of the Egyptian Government, 

In any future operations with combined forces, it would be far more, satisfactory 
if it could be arranged that the Egyptian authorities should have some check over the 
expenditure connected with the British forces, which the Egyptian Government has 
eventually to make good.

If 
tbe contribution were to 1m? regarded as practically an open account, such account 
might very possibly, with changes in prices, &c,, show at the end a balance against the 
Egyptian "Government: and Lord Salisbury will doubtless agree that any readjustment 
in that sonae of the payments made would be highly impolitic. 

For these reasons Mr. Stanhope can only repeat that ho considers it extremely 
undesirable that the question of the payment of the sum of 26,0001. should be mixed 
up with tho question of the payment of the normal contribution for the years 18904)1 
to 1802*03. The money should, in his view-, be paid at once, or at least as soon els it 
can be paid without undue strain on the Egyptian Exchequer. 

With regard to Mr. Balmeris observations on the apparently excessive nature of 
the claim of 20,0001. it should "tie understood that the comparative magnitude of the 
amount Is due to the fact that the expedition was so immediately successful, and ended 
with the first real blow struck against the enemy. If this could possibly have been 
foremen, reinforcements need not have been sent from this country and Malta, or 
moved up the Nile. The expenditure was therefore in the nature of an insurance, and 
would, comparatively, have been only slightly increased if hostilities had been 
prolonged,

* Accounts of 1890, 

The year LB90 was in some respects one of special interest in the history of 
Egyptian finance. During the early years of the British occupation of Egypt, a 
constant struggle against national bankruptcy was going on. It was almost impossible 
for any one, however well-informed of the facts of the situation, to express any very 
confident opinion as to the final result of the struggle. Much depended on circuit]stances 
which were beyond the control of the .Egyptian Government imta% climatic condition^ 
and the prices of agricultural produce. Much also depended on the eftect produced . by 
the reforms, which W been gradually introduced during the early years of the Britjh 
occupation, but which had not yei had time to produce their full measure of beneficial 
resuH. Of these reforms the most notable were the improvements in the system 
ef irrigation, Mimv circumstancee, and the efforts of many individuals, have combined 
to bring about the present comparatively satisfactory condition of Egyptian finance. 
But l hSve no hesitation in saying that amongst those cire li instances the most prominent, 
and that which has move than any other contributed to place Egyptian finance on 
n ettund footing, is the improvement in the system of irrigation. My conviction is that 
without this improvement it would have been impossible for the Egyptian Treasury 
to have met all its financial engagements. It fall* to the lot of tew mdividuaJs to render

The revenue of the year 1890 In by far the largest that has ever been collected in 
Egypt, r Pbe actual amount received wa$ £ E, 10^74^613, but £13,510^000 oi the 
tobacco revenue has been transferred to the year 1891, as explained later on. 


Land Revenue. 

At the beginning nf the year lS90 t the Government decided to appoint Conunwsionft 
to examine tbc land revenue arrears which had accninulatcd since the year 1.830, and 
which amounted to about £ E, 1,140,000. 

Tile Commissions were instructed to examine each case, and to report to the 
Ministry of Finance how far it would be possible to recover the arrears. 

The work has not yet been completed, hut taking aa u bauia what has been done, it 
k improbable that the Government win recover more than £ E. 200 , 000 , and the balance 
will Imvc to ho remitted. 

The appointment of the Commissions involved a certain amount of expenditure, 
hut it was a far more satisfactory nnd fairer way of dealing with tbc arrears than 
that hitherto adopted, via,, of merely wipiug off the whole sum without nny examination. 

A settlement, of these arrears will considerably facilitate the recovery of the current 
revenue, and the Egyptian Government hopes to introduce a system whereby .ill arrears 
will in future be examined annually, and be either remitted or recovered within the tirst 
three months of the year following. 

Another measure taken at the beginning of the year 1890 in regard to the Sand 
revenue was to appoint Commissions to examine the many demands for remission oi 
taxation on laud taken up for public purposes. 

The number of these demands is very considerable, and their examination in some¬ 
what difficult. It bus, therefore, not been possible in the course of 1 SQ 0 to complete 
this work, and 1 fear it will take the best part, of 1B01. Once these demands have been 
examined, the Egyptian Government, shall he in a position to permanently wipe off the 
tuxes on these kudu. Tins will considerably diminish the amount of annual arrears n» 
although the Government wore not in a position to examine the demands as they were 
presented, the people as u rule did not pay the taxes, and a considerable part of the 
annual arrears is represented by the taxes on these very lands, 

f had occasion to mention in my last ycar^ note that tlie time had arrived when 
ihc whole laud revenue question should he thoroughly examined, and possibly a resettle¬ 
ment effected* 

Tn the course of the year 1890, the Government appointed a Commission, of which 
T was nominated President, to hear evidence on this question. This Commission has 
been working for the lust two or three months, and will shortly he able to report to the 
Government what steps it would be advisable to take in regard to the laud revenue. 

Special stops have hcen taken in the course of the year to improve the laud revenue 
branch of the Ministry of Finance? numerous petty complaints come into thia branch 
which have not hitherto been sufficiently attended to, and ii is by setUmg these com¬ 
plaints oi really minor importance to the Government, but of great importance to the 
individual who makes the complaint, that much satisfaction can be given to the 
agricultural population in general. There are also many very' important questions 
connected with the land revenue which require looking into, and the necessary measures 
hive l>eeii taken to insure this beiug done, Tho result will, ! feol tairoj bo that the 
Government revenue will iuci/oMc while satisfaction will bo given to the people, 


Customs. 

Both the imports and exports of the year 1890 exceed those of any other previous 
year alnce 1885. This is a fair proof of the general prosperity of the country.

It 3s satisfactory to note that there has been some increase in the Customs receipts. 
The acceounts of the year 1890 show an excess of more than £ E, 59*000 ever the 
Estimates., and are better by & E. 68,000 than the amount realized in 1880, 

The receipts entered under the head of Tobacco require some explanation. 

The Egyptian Government decided in -Tunc Inst to suppress entirely the cultivation 
of native tobacco and to raise the duty on imported tobacco from 11 piastres to 
20 piastres per kilog. Decrees to the above effect were accordingly published on the 
26th June. The intention of the Government having become known* immense quantities 
of foreign tobacco were imported into Egypt before the 1st July, the date on which the 
duty was to he ratified. Tire quantity of tobacco imported in the first half of the year 
1890* together with the stocks in band, may be estimated at about 13*900*000 kilog. 
This will, it is calculated, suffice for the consumption of the country until the end of the 
current year* and the importation during that period will consequently be insignificant in 
quantity. The total revenue for 1800 amounted to £ E. 1,276,000, vfo., £ K 1*237,000 
for imported tobacco (including tombac ±md cigars), and £ E. 39,000 on account of the 
tax on the cultivation of native tobacco prior to its abolition. As nearly one-half of this 
tobacco is in excels of the possible demand for the year, the Government have decided to 
carry over£ E, 510,000 out of their revenue for 1890 to the accounts of 1891, leaving 
£ E. 767*000 to be tuedited to the account# of 1890. 

It may be mentioned in connection with this subject that,, in the course of the past 
year* the importation of Turkish tombac vtp made a State monopoly* mill that it-was 
included with the monopoly of Persian tombac conceded by the Government to & private 
individual. The raising of the duty on imported tobacco has necessitated mi increase of 
the coast guard service. The additional expenditure on this account is estimated at 
£ E, 16,000. 

The revenue under the head of “Octrois" shows a falling off iff £ E. 40*000 as 
compared with that of the preceding year. This is mainly due to the fact that Uto 
Government lias given up half of the octrois of Alexandria amounting to £ E. 39,000 
to the Municipality of that town. Thera have also been some further small remissions 
of octroi duty. The revenue from Balt shews an excess of £ E. 37,000 over the estimate. 
The Egyptian authorities consider that a much higher revenue might bo obtained it 
stronger measures for the prevention of smuggling were taken. If such measures ure 
not taken it in due to the feeling that the tax itself is an unpopular one, and should in 
future years, if possible* be entirely abolished.

The accounts of the Ministry of War show an excess of ,G E* 13,000 over the 
Estimates* This is due to the fact that no provision bod been made in the Estimates for 
the payment of the irregulars employed on the southern frontier. The charge for these 
irregulars had hitherto been borne out of the million raised for expenses in the Soudan. 
A gum of £ E. 12*000 had accordingly last year to be added to the Budget, An extra 
grant of £ E. 1,000 was also made for the extension of the railway to Sarras. 

The sum of £ E, fj 1,000 put down in the Table as showing the expense*; of the 
Army of Occupation for the year 1800 is somewhat misleading. The accounts of the 
Egyptian Government arc made up from the 1st- January to the 31 at December; those 
of the English lYe&sury, from the commencement of the financial year, vj&, from the 
1 st. April to the 31st March, The Egyptian Government have thus, according to their 
accounts, made two payments in the course of 1890; one of 12,500/. on the 30th March 
last (due to the Treasury for the financial year 1889-1890), and one of 50,000/. ois the 
30th November last, making a total ['or the year 1390 of GZjGOOi., or £ E* 61,000. 

The Egyptian Government have, since last year, undertaken to pay 87,090/. for the 
annua] expenses of the Army of Occupation I'or the next three years* This figure 
represent! the extra expenditure incurred by tlic British Treasury by reason of the force 
stationed in Egypt, The British occupation of Egypt, therefore, costs nothing to the 
British taxpayers* A sum of 37,0001 is now due to the English Treasury for the past 
financial year. This will be paid in the course of the present month. An arrangement 
lias also been come to by which the 87,0001* will, in future, he paid in half-yearly instal¬ 
ments on the 25th March and on flic 25th September of each year. 

[t should be stated that a further claim for 20,000/. has been made by Her 
Majesty's Government against the Egyptian Government for extra expenses incurred 
by the employment of British troops at the time of the Toski expedition. 

This claim is now under consideration. 

The saving of £ E* 42,000 under the head of *' IV. Pensions” is a conclusive proof 
of the success which has attended the operations of the last few years by which pensions 
have been commuted for lands or for lump stuns paid down by the Government. The total 
amount of pensions and allowances exclxanged represents a auoi of £ E. £17 t 7EG per 
annum. The amount of new pensions granted in T890 wore (leaving out of account the 
pensions exchanged for laud) less than those which were cancelled, owing to deaths and 
other causes. A furl her decline in the pension charge does net therefore seem 
improbable*

The relief to taxation in the last year amounted to tbo sum of £E. 325,600* ine 
jibolition of the professional tax and the eorvde t tiie reduction of the postal service* 
the remission of weighing dues, &e., Itave all contributed to the increased welfare of the 
poorest portion of the population.

went on leave. They stipulated* however, not only that it should not include the 
elainvB of Zobrir Pasha, or of the Province of the Equator* hut also that it should not 
he held to debar any persons who had made claims within the term fixed by thtj 
Decree of the 10th November, 1888* that is* before the 1st January, 1889, hut who 
did not figure on the list drawn up by the Egyptian Government from bringing such 
claims licfore the Courts. After eon suiting the if Conlentieux., 1 " or Legal Department 
of the Finance Ministry, the Egyptian Government decided that there was no 
objection to granting this Concession, which is, in point of fact, merely nominal. 

Greater difficulties attached to the assent of Austria. The Austrian Government 
wished that special arrangements should be nutde for indemnifying Bishop Sogaro for 
losses suffered by bis Central African Mission in Darfour and Kordofan* which he 
estimated at the very high figure of £G,0QQJ. Unfortunately, owing to a misunder¬ 
standing, this claim had not been entered on list (A), in which the Central African 
Mission appeared only as claiming 8001* and, although under Article 2 of the Decree 
it would have been open* and still is open, to Bishop Sogaro to brine it before the 
Commission, there was no prospect that the latter would he able, wifii the funds at 
their disposal, to allot to him a sum at all proportionate to the damages which ho 
asked. On tho other band* to reopen list [A), in order to include in it Bishop Sog&ro’s 
claim* would have been to open tbo door to fresh complications, as other rowers 
might have insisted on similar treatment for kucJi of their subjects as chose to demand 
it, whilst tho suggestion of M, dc .Heidler of n Self-denying Protocol* iu which tbo 
various foreign Representatives should promise not- to invoke tho insertion of tho 
So gore claim os a precedent, would have entailed many practical difficulties- The 
bestowal on Prince Ablm Pasha of the Grand Cordon of Francis Joseph suggested* 
however* a happy idea to Tigrane Pasha. What would bo more natural or appro¬ 
priate than that the Khedive should show his appreciation of this gracious attention 
on the part of the Emperor of Austria, and of the cordial relations between Vienna 
and Cairo, of which it was a sign, by an act of spontaneous liberality to an Austrian 
religious ami philanthropic undertaking, in which His Imperial Majesty was believed 
to feel a personal interest V A "Viceregal present to Bishop Sogaroof several thousand 
pounds from tho privy purse, not in satisfaction of any legal claim, but ns a piece of 
voluntary generosity on His Highness' part* in consideration of the losses his Mission 
had sustained* might content tho Austrian Government without occasioning diplo¬ 
maticcomplications. This solution was confidentially proposed hyTigrane Push a to 
the Vienna Foreign Office, and after some discussion between the Austrian and 
Egyptian Governments as to the exact figure of tho spontaneous gift, the sum of 
5,000L was agreed upon* a sum which, taken together with what the Bishop may got 
from tbo Commission, is, l believe* quite as large a one os ho could have hoped to 
receive, had hi* claim figured from the beginning in list (A). Upon this under¬ 
standing, tho Austrian Acting Agent and Consul-General notified, on ttic 21th instant, 
his Governments assent to the Decree. 

The Russian Govcmmetit, which of course gets the benefit of any conditions 
accorded to other Powers, made, I believe* no special stipulations.

My Lord, Cairo, December 18, 1891, 

WITH reference to my despatch No* 2S3 of the 9th October last and to previous 
correspondence on the subject of the sanitation of Cairo, I have the honour to forward 
herewith to your Lordship a copy of a Decree published in the “Official Journal’* of 
yesterday^ date, authorising that, after the year 1891, hall of the product of the 
Cairo octroi tax ia to he devoted to the expenses in connection with Die sanitation of 
the town, and that this money is to be added to the L E. 5,237,000, to which the 
annual administrative expenses are limited by the London Convention. 

Aa your Lordship is aware, a Technical Commission is now about to sit to inquire 
into the schemes for the sanitation of the town, and, in case this Commission should 
not be unanimous, an Arbitrator may be appointed, but his decision will he final. 
There will be no necessity to submit the question again to the Powers.
